Veterans Advised 
To Revamp Wills 


The following is from a Bulletin 
published by Florida Department 
of Veterans Affairs, issued No- 
veniber 23, 1948. 1 

During thé war, the military 
authorities urged all service men 
and women to make wills and also 
to execute powers of attorney 
authorizing some peraon to handle 
their business affairs, before going 
overseas. 

These unrevoked and often for- 
gotten wills and powers of at- 
torney are loaded with dynamite in 
many instances.‘ There is a chance 
that the veteran may lose his pos- 
sessions while living if the oli 
power of attorney is not revoked 
or have his possessions fall into 
the hands of persons other than 
those near and dear to him at his 
death under the provisions of old 
war time will which is still. in 
force. 

A situation. has been discovered 
that is of immediate concern to 
all veterans who made wills before 
they went overseas but have for- 
gotten to revise the documents 
since they came back. 

In some cases the citcumstances 
have changed so that the wills 
they made before going abroad 
would not now dispose of their 
property as they wish. We wish to 
warn them that they had better 
look over those instruments and 
see that the property is not be- 
queathed to a war bride who is no 
longer a bride. '

Concluding one of the best at- 
tended and well handled meetings 
` iri the organization’s history, the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce elected’ Walter L. Hays, 
Orlando insurance man and civic 
leader, its new president; named 
Harold Colee, executive vice pres- 
ident; J. D. Ingram, treasurer and 
William L. Wilson, director of 
Florida State Farmer’s Markets, 
corporate secretary. 

Florida governors, past, present 
and future, were featured on the 
three-day Program in the persons 
“of Spessard L. Holland, Millard 
Caldwell and Fuller Warren. Bach 
had a message that was hopeful 
and. encouraging. Senior Senator 
Claude Pepper, although not on the 
regular program, talked at one of 
the luncheons. 

Keen interest was shown in-the 
message of Governor-elect Fuller 
Warren, featured speaker on the 


annual banquet program. Pulling 


no punches and speaking with: his 
usual exuberance, Warren pictured 
a bright and proserous future for 
the state if proper steps are taken 
to set a foundation for it. 

Terming flood control the state's 
most serious and immediate proh- 
lem, he said it would have his first 
attention and he pointed-out that 
in order to secure necessary fed- 
eral aid it was up to the state to 
raise its share of the needed funds. 
If it called for more taxes, the 
need was so urgent that a tax 
would be justified and should be 
looked on as an investment in the 
State’s future welfare. 

Turning to forestry; he viewed 
with alarm the tremendous losses 
experienced in our lumbering and 
naval stores industry amounting 
to 50 per cent, due primarily to 
our failure to reforest and the lack 
of fire control. Here again he 
would be 
needed to provide adequate fire 


control and a sound reforestration 


Program,, but he looked” on any 
such expenditure as an investment 


and in the best interests of the 


people and the state. 

Despite the fact that top flight 
executives of every power company. 
in the state were in his audience, 
Warren bluntly stated that power 
rates in Florida were so high that 
industrial concerns seeking a lo- 
cation would not constder the state 
on this account, He said he hoped 
to have a conference with the 
heads of all power companies do- 
ing business in the state with the 
securing a voluntary 
agreement that would result in 
lower rates. : 

Thinking, no doubt, of two 
tragic experiences of his own with 
motor accidents, one in which his 
companion was killed and another 
in which one of his closest friends 
was maimed for life, the Governor 
elect made it clear that, if it was 
within his power, he would put a 
stop to rgfkless.and drunken driv- 
ing and would see to it that cattle 
were removed from the highways.

He said he rec- 
ognized it as a progressive, unsel:- 
ish organization, concerned with 
the welfare of the state as a whole 
and aè such would count on it to, 
support him in hig sincere efforts 
to advance that welfare and serve 
all the people, labor and industry, 
rich and poor, strong and weak..
